Anthony Perkins sings, dances 
and performs magnificently in 
Columbia Pictures’ “This Angry 
Age,” which opened yesterday at 
the Theatre. Silvana 
Mangano, Richard Conte and Jo 
Van Fleet star with Perkins and 
the film co-stars Nehemiah Per- 
seff, Yvonne Sanson and Alida 
Valli. Dino De Laurentiis produced 
the Technirama-Technicolor dra- 
ma, with its exotic scenes of tur- 
bulent Thailand, in the same spec- 
tacular fashion as his “War and 
Peace.” “This Angry Age” pos- 
sesses, as well, the earthiness of 
his “Bitter Rice” and the emo- 
tional impact of his Academy 
Award-winners, “La Strada” and 
“The Nights of Cabiria.” 

In “This Angry Age,” Perkins 
plays a youth in the hinterland of 
Thailand hungry for the city but 
tied to the land by his mother’s 
dream of someday turning their 
Thailand rice fields into a rich es- 
tate.

She turns to 
Persoff, a reluctant admirer who 
has nothing to offer but money. 

Perkins delivers another sensi- 
tive portrait of a youth at the 
threshold of rich experience in 
his romance with older, sophisti- 
cated Alida Valli. Besides his im- 
pressive performing, Tony sings, 
makes love and, with Miss Man- 
gano, dances “the crawl,” a 
breathless new routine. Miss 
Mangano again proves herself a 
star of deserved international 
_ ealibre, and Conte is fine as the 
adventurer she teaches to tackle 
life and love instead of running 
away from his clouded past. As 
the indomitable mother trying to 
hold her brood together, Miss Van 
Fleet is magnificent. Persoff, as 
the suitor, Yvonne Sanson as a 
family friend, and Miss Valli are 
all fine in their meaningful roles.

Dino De Laurentiis, who pro- 
duced this unusual romantic dra- 
ma with Anthony Perkins, Sil- 
vana Mangano, Richard Conte 
and Jo Van Fleet starred, staged 
many of its scenes in the spec- 
tacular rice fields and rice canals 
in the vicinity of Perschburi, some 
300 miles southwest of Bangkok 
on the Indian Ocean. 

In addition to the close scenes 
with the stars in the midst of 
such interesting country, director 
Rene Clement obtained some mag- 
nificent shots from the air when 
the Thailand Air Force placed 
four of its American-built heli- 
copters and their pilots at his 
disposal.

Anthony Perkins, considered 
Hollywood’s hottest young star, 
sings, dances and romances in 
Columbia Pictures’ new Techni- 
rama-Technicolor drama, “This 
Anery tA ce \ate thes, see ns 
Theatre.

Perkins, who has_ variously 
been called the “successor to 
James Dean,” a “young Jimmy 
Stewart, Will Rogers and Gary 
Cooper,” himself prefers to be 
considered a good actor, accepted 
because of his own capabilities 
and performances, and not be- 
cause he is reminiscent of some 
other successful person. 

The story of the Perkins suc- 
cess is almost without parallel 
in motion picture history. Holly- 
wood collectively gambled some- 
thing in the neighborhood of 
$15,000,000 in unreleased films 
starring or co-starring Perkins 
even before the newcomer was 
even seen by an audience any- 
where. “Friendly Persuasion,” 
which won Tony an Academy 
Award nomination as best sup- 
porting actor, set him firmly on 
the road to film popularity. 

When young Perkins first turn- 
ed to the theatre, no one seemed 
impressed by the fact that he 
was the son of the late Osgood 
Perkins, one of the most distin- 
guished actors of the American 
stage. He could not even get audi- 
tions, no less acting jobs! 

Tony’s mother persuaded him 
to forsake an unfriendly theatre, 
at least temporarily, in favor of 
an education. Towards the end of 
his first year at Columbia Uni- 
versity, however, Tony read that 
a replacement was wanted for the 
juvenile lead opposite Deborah 
Kerr in the Broadway hit, “Tea 
and Sympathy.” He promptly ap- 
plied, competing against some 75 
other young actors, many of them 
with Broadway reputations. Miss 
Kerr selected young Perkins, who 
never did return to school. 

“This Angry Age,’ a Rene 
Clement film, was written for the 
screen by Irwin Shaw and Clem- 
ent from the novel, “Sea Wall,” 
by Marguerite Duras.
